Mat'ciies Overmatch ed. The Par-
is corresjKMitlent of the London Daily
Actcs writes: I have just leen shown
a simple apparatus which will probably
eweep away ere long the match trade.
It is called the electrical tinder-bo- x,

and is small enough to be carried in a
cigar case. On opening this box you
see a plantium wire stretched across.

the wire reddensTouching a spring
sufficiently to light a cigar. At will
you can introduce into a tiny sconce a
mesh of cotton steeped in spirits of
wine or petroleum, which, taking fire,
docs service as a veillen.se, or nurse's
lamp. The hidden agencies irhieh
heats the wire is a very small electrical
battery, set in action by. the touching
of the spring. The trade price of the
"electrical tinder box" will be half a
franc., or five pence. The inventor
promises that it will bo nn economical
substitute for lucifer matches. This
apparatus may derange the budget,
which depends for a heavy sum upon
the match tax and monopoly.
